ANNER CASTLE. 


“A CLAIM FOR £32,000. 
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A CLAIM FOR £32,000. 

At the Clonmel Circuit Court yesterday, 
before Judge Sealy, K.C,, Lieutenant Mande- 
ville, R.N., Mr. J. P. Mandeville and the 
Provincial Bank claimed £32,000 for the 
alleged malicious burning of Anner Castle, a 
beautiful ¢astellated residence, on the banks 
of the Anner, near Clonmel. 

It was agreed to deal only with the ques- 
tion of ‘malice at this hearing. 

THE DISCOVERY OF THE FIRE. 
Mr. Dockretl, K.C., for the claimants, said 
that Anner Castle was a fine historic build- 
ing, which had been restored sixty years ago 
at a cost of £50,000. About five days before 
the fire in October last a deed was executed 
conveying the castle and about 120 acres of 
the demesne to Lieutenant Geoffrey Mande- 
ville, R.N. A man named Burke saw the 
fire first, and on going to the place found the 
castle burning in several places, and the 
harness room adjoining was also burning. In 
a stable he foufid a horse lying dead, having 
been poisoned; in a storeroom at the other 
side of the yard he found the dead body of 
a man named Edmund Burke, a workmat, who 
had been in the employment of the Mande- 
ville family for years. He was lying dressed 
in his best suit on a rug. The top of his 
head was blown off, and a gun lay across his 


body. 

The Mandevilles had not used the castle 
for some years, but Lieutenant Mandeville 
had spent a few weeks there in August and 
September, and left two men, Burke and 
Kane, in charge. Kane lived in the district, 
and Burke had the care of the castle premises. 
He was very much attached to the family, 
but it would appear. that it was he who 
burned the castle, poisoned the mare and 
then blew his brains out. Kane looked on 
Burke as a sensible man; in fact, he had 
helped Kane a few days previously to cut ivy 
off the high walls of the castle, and he did 
not think that he was dealing with a man 
who was insane. 

The contention of the defence was that the 
castle was burned by a man who subsequently 
destroyed himself and was insane, and that 
therefore the dct was not malicious. 

A MALICIOUS ACT. 

In the eyes of the law a man was con- 
sidered sane until he was proved insane, and 
counsel submitted that Burke was responsible 
for the malicious act, and it was a malicious 
act unless His Honour was satisfied that 
Burke. was insane when he actually com- 
mitted the act. Even if Burke was insane 
jm law he would be guilty of a malicious act. 


prove that Burke burned the castle, as no one 
saw him do it, but. it looked as if it was he 
who committed the offence. There was some 
talk of the place being sold, and that Burke 
might lose his employment. 

Mr. Skinner, solicitor for the opposition, 
said that a fair inference to be drawn from 
the facts was that Burke’s mind was so 
deranged on the day that he committed the 
destruction that he would not have been 
criminally responsible for his acts, 

After hearing the evidence, His Honour 
said that he had no doubt in his mind as 
regards Burke’s criminal responsibility for 
the offence. The plaintiffs were entitled to 
recover. The question of the amount of com- 

ensation would come on at the next Sessions, 
ut the applicants ought to reduce the claim 
a little, as the unfortunate ratepayers might 
have to pay for this act of the plaintiffs’ 
servant. 


“ THIEF-PROOF ” BOXES. 


CO. DUBLIN MAN’S PATENTS 


HELD INVALID. 

Mr. Justice Romer, in the Chancery Divi- 
sion, London, yesterday, dismissed two 
actions relating to patents for thief-proof 
cardboard and wood-framed boxes. ‘The first 
was by Mr. William John Smalidridge, of 
Longford terrace, Monkstown, Co. Dublin, 
and Mr. Alexander Cole, of Little Avon 
street; St. Philip's, Bristol, and the second 
by Mr, only, - claiming injunctions 
restraining the Alliance Box Company, 
Ltd., of Orford lane, Warrington, from. in- 
fringing their patents. 

The company's reply was that the patents 
were invalid because of prior use and common 
knowledge. 

Boxes made according to the patents were 
claimed by the plaintiffs as being ‘‘ thief- 
roof, in the sense that a hand could not 

inserted inside and the contents removed 

without the immediate knowledge of the 
consignee. It. was also stated that boxes 
such as these were largely used for sending 
shamrock to the Irish.troops. To illustrate 
their case, Mr. Cole used sausages for filling 
the boxes. ' 
His Lordship held that both patents were 
invalid, on the ground that there was no 
novelty in them, and he dismissed the actions, 
with costs.

IMETHOD OF ASSESSING 


FARMERS, 


That a general revision. of the income 
inx was becoming an urgent necessity 
was ‘the view expressed by Mr. J. ©. 
Dunn, F.1.A.A., in the course of ah 
address on “ Income Tax and the Business 
Man,” given. at the meeting of the 
Publicity Club of Ireland in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, yesterday.

FARMERS’ PROFITS. 
One reason why the income tax was 4s, in 
the £ was that the Act made no attempt to 
discover the farmer's actual profit, and that | 
it very half-heartedly deals with the annual 
gain on tenanted houses. The owner ought 
to pay on his actual profit and not on the 
r law valuation. 
Continuing, Mr. Dann. said that a farmer 
has the option of choosing as his basis of 
profit the lowest of three figures—poor law 
valuation, Land Commission annuity, or 
actual gain.

ABE MITCHELL'S LESSONS ON 
GOLF. ' 


HAnRY VARDON was at the height of 
hig fame as a golfer when, in the. 
Open Championship, spent ten strokes 
on a hele which ordinarily he would have 
taken in four. That la cost him the 
Championship. The perfect golfer is yet 
to be born. Therefore, there is hot a golfer 
who takes up Abe Mitchell’s “ Essentials 
of Golf’’ who will not find in its pages 
something which will assist him to*® im- 
prove his game, and advance him on the 
road to the achievement of his ambition. 

Than Mitchell—when at his best—there 
has not been a finer player among the 
British professionals ‘since he joined the 
rankg.of the paid players; as a match 
fighter he has few equals. may never 
gain the esteem oí golfers to the same extent 
as Vardon. As a stylist and as a golfer, 
Vardon for a great many years stood out 
by himself, and thousands have modelled 
their style on that of the master. Like 
Ted Ray, George Duncan, and a few others 
of the leading British professionals, 
Mitchell possesses a style of his own, That 
powerful right-hand thump of his has 
been the envy of many of his colleagues, 
and of all amateurs who have had ‘the 
pleasure of watching him in action. 
Naturally he would have his readers mould 
their style on his, just as Ray of the 
heavy heave would; consequently, there is 
a deal in his ‘‘ Essentials’’ which those 
who have adopted a particular model for 
their style would do well to ignore—unless 
they desire to be tied up in a black knot, 
as they say. í

Of all the books on golf which have 
been written by professionals, this is, 
perhaps, the most technical. Obviously 
Mitchell has made a deep study of his 
subject, but it would have been better had 
he explained himself in simpler language, 
and in a less roundabout manner, for the 
majority of those for whom the work is 
intended—the novices, who, after all, form 
the bulk of the golfing community. If 
there is one ‘“‘essential’’ which appeals 
to him as being more important than 
another in this fascinating game it is the

GUY DE MAUPASSANT. 
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OST people know that Guy de Mau- 
passant ended his life as a dangerous 
lunatic, and his famous short story, ‘‘ Le 
Horla,”’ usually is taken as a revelation 
of the shadow which darkened the author s 
life. Maupassant, however, was not 
always a neurotic. As a boy, though pre- 
cocious, he was bright, quick and athletic, 
found interest, in sport as well as litera- 
ture, and worked hard in his office by day 
as well as at his craft by night. To his 
friendship with Gustave Flaubert is due 
the perseverance which was to make of the 
older novelist’s pupil a master of 
technique. While Flaubert lived a valu- 
able check was kept on Guy de Mau-. 
passant’s less worthy pursuits. 

To hereditary strains Mr, Ernest Boyd 
attributes the gradual breakdown of Mau- 
passant’s mentality. With a decadent 
father and a neurotic mother, as well as 
an instinct for self-indulgence, Maupassan+ 
developed at an early stage of his career 
symptoms of the horrible malady which 
eventually drove him to his death. Yet, 
up to a short time before his last year of 
life he was engaged on the work which was 
to win for him fame as, perhaps, the 
greatest master of the short story.

Most golfers in their novitiate stage 
concentrate on getting a nice “ follow 
through,” and should they get the club- 
head into the right position after the ball 
has been sent on its way, with the weight 
on the left foot, they are more than 
pleased with themselves. In their anxiety 
to get. the correct “ follow-througb,’’ how- 
ever, they forget all about, the weight on 
the left at’ the moment of impact—that 
when the ball is being hit it is essential 
that both feet should be on the ground, as 
they were in the address. Mitchell insists 
—and rightly, of course—that not only 
should both feet be on the ground at the 
instant of impact, but, that the player 
actually should brace himselí on the left 
to resist the force of the hit. The greatest 
care, however, must be taken that the 
resistance is not attempted an instant too 
soon. 

It is all a matter of timing. We saw 
how George Duncan stiffened up at the 
moment of impact when we watched hi 
play at Portmarnock last October, and 
how he remained stiff until the clubhead 
had gone up. He actually set his teeth 
hard in the effort. There must 
a hundred extremely useful hints in} 
this latest addition to the golfers’ 
library, which is profusely illustrated with 
photographic reproductions of Mitchell in 
action. We have read most of the works 
of other golfing authors, but these ‘‘ Essen- 
tials’’ of Abe Mitchell make one of the 
best of them.

ROBIN HOOD: A PLAY. 
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PLAIN, unvarnished narrative of a 
professional thief who became a re- 
formed character, or rather of one who 
came in time fó realise what his own 
character was, is “ You Can’t Win,’’ by 
Jack Black. As a thief he was an ex- 
cellent specimen of his kind; he served a 
hard apprenticeship and profited by it, 
becoming an artist in the craft, In the 
pursuit of ns duties, if the word might 
be used, he was conscientious in two 
respecte—in such details of the perform- 
ance as would ensure the securing of his 
booty, and in taking pains never to injure 
his victim in any way that could be 
avoided. Further, he was chivalrous in 
his attitude towards women. 

The story loses nothing by the stark 
simplicity of ‘the diction—rather the 
reverse. Nothing in the way of florid 
verbiage could chill the blood of the reader 
more than the pages of curt simple 
sentences in which Jack Black describes a 
burglary—-imaginary this time—from start 
to finish, telling of all the things that must 
be guarded against as well as the innumer- 
able problems that may present themselves 
unexpectedly throughout the episode and 
require instant and cool handling. 

In the final chapter of the book his 
summing up of the situation is frank; he 
gave up thieving because he was in a 
difficulty—he considered that he would be 
bringing odium on the friends who had 
helped him if he did not mend his ways. 
As a motive it seems to have been quite 
a satisfactory substitute for the contrite 
heart of conventional reformations.

GOVERNMENTS POLICY 
CONDEMNED,. 
WRI a8 
CAPTAIN REDMOND’S 
THREE REASONS.

The Government's policy regarding com- 
pulsory Irish was criticised at a meet- 
ing, held in Bray last night, under the 
auspices of the National League, in sup- 
port of the candidature of Mr. .A. G. 
Patten for County Wicklow. 

Captain Redmond, T.D., was opposed to 
compulsory Irish for three reasons :—Com- 
tulsion infringed personal liberty; it de- 
feated itself by rendering the study of the 
language unpopular, and it was working 
ruinous injury to the whole educational 
system. 

Was it proper for a responsible Govern-

The Prime Minister stated that he desired 
to make a personal explanation to the House 
arising out of the debate on Wednesday, when 
they were discussing the votes, when he said 
that “he believed the hon, member for West 
Belfast and his colleagues are anxious to do 
away with the Northern Parliament, and, 
therefore, take every opportunity to throw 
out insinuations against the Parliament, in 
order to convey the impression that it would 
be better to have one Parliament for the 
whole of Ireland. Of course, if Mr. Devlin 
a he is not anxious to see Ulster under 
a Dublin Parliament, I am prepared to accept 
that.” Mr. Devlin then interjected, proceeded 
the Prime Minister, “I am not concerned 
with what J think or what I believe, but what 
I said.”

PRISON SYSTEM.

At Cork Criminal Court yesterday a well: 
dressed young man, David ‘laylor, was found 

uilty of having on February 11 last, at 
singstown stolen a Mortis-Cowley five-seater 
car, and three gallons of petrol, the property 
of John Henry Myles, a cemmercial traveller, 
residing at Kingstown, He was sentenced to 
three years penal servitude. 

Judge Kenny read out a long list of 
previous couvictions against the accused man, 
which showed that be had been involved in 
crime since he was a boy. 

VIOLENT OUTBURST. 

The prisuner said that there were reasons 
for that record, There was no mercy for him 
“hen at the age of twenty he was sentenced 
to penal servitude. He indulged in a violent 
outburst against the present prison system, 
which he described as calculated to destroy & 
man, mentally as well as physically. 

Continuing in calmer tones, but in a voice 
shaken with emotion, the prisoner stated that 
before he was sentenced the last time he 
got married, and for the sake of his wife and 
poor little ‘nnocent child he had tried to make 
good. He was willing to expose his back to 
“ the cat ” if he cont only get back to his 
wife. When in England he had been a 
commercial traveller in three or four large 
firms in Liverpool. But the C.LD. kept on 
luis track, with the result that he lost them 
all. He appealed tc the judge to give him 
“the cat. which, next to the rope, was 
detested by all men, if it would save him 
from going to prison. When he came to 
Jreland he was lying from justice. He owned 
a garage, in which was stuff value for some 
thousands of pounds which was said to have 
heen stolen. He would also have to stand his 
trial for that 

The Judge—Your statement only shows 
what a wasted life yours has been when a 
man of vour ability —— 

APPEAL FOR “THE CAT.” — 

Prisoner—My lord, it has not been given 
a chance. When I came out of prison the 
last time I petitioned the H: me Secretary 
himself to get me a job, bat my letter was 
probably thrown in the waste-paper basket. 
If vou go to a man for a job he will not 
take vou without references, so what chance 
has an “old jag ” like me” 

The Judge—I am far from regarding the 
existing prison system as perfect. It is far 
from perfect, and T wish there were some way 
of dealing with men like you instead of 
sending you te penal servitude. 

Prisoner—Give me “ the cat,” my lord. 

The Judge—You have not been convicted 
of a crime that would warrant “the cat”; 
and, besides, | am very slow to order any- 
nody to be punished in such a manner. It is 
plain that I would not be doing my duty 
if I did not impose a very severe sentence. 
You wil. go to penal servitude for three 
years. 

The prisorer took. the announcement of 
his sentence calmly, and left the dock without 
further remark.

WIDOWS’ PENSIONS. 


In moving the estimate for widows’, 
orphans, and old age contributory peusions, 


Account. The contributions of employers and 
insured persons were carried to a separate 
account, called the Pensions Account 
(Northern Ireland), out of which were met 


' the pensions pavable under the Act and the

account. The estimate was £5,000 less than 
last vear, because the Government based last 
vear’s estimate on the 1911 census. Their 
experience had shown that the present esti- 
mate would be nearer the mark. That would 
le the amount asked for annually for the 
next eight vears, when the financial position 
of the measure would be revised. 

The heneficiaries fell into’ four classes. 
First, pre-Act widows, dependent children 
and orphans. There were 2,962 pre-Act

| widows receiving pensions, 6,785 dependent 


children, and 694 orphans. Altogether, 10,441 
pensions or allowances were paid each week. 
and as these were really gifts it disposed of 
the sucgestion that the Act was not being 
administered sympathetically. The second 
class were those who hecame entitled to the 
benefits of the Act since July 2nd, the 
appointed day. 1,069 widows, 1,615 de- 
pendent children, and 145 orphans came 
under this class—a total of 2.820. The third 
group were persens who since the appointed 
dav were entitled to contributary old age 
pensions. These numbered 4,904, so that at 
the moment thev were paying ban 
and allowances to 18,165 persons. The total 
amount paid from January 4th, 1926, to 
March 3lst, 1927. to widows was £205,500, 
to orphans £15,500, contributary old pensions 
£3,000—a total of £254,000. 


THE FOURTH CLASS. 

The fourth class would come under the Act 
on January 2nd next, ‘when insured persons 
became eligible for contributary old pensions 
at 65. It was estimated that these would 
number 7,000. ‘The estimated payments to 
them in the form of contributary pensions 
would be £45,000. For some time the sum 
spent on these pensions would be an increas- 
ing one. Next year it was estimated it 
would amount to £3,430,000. The administra- 
tion costs were rather less than four | per 
cent., and in relation to the contributions 
collected rather less than three per cent. 

Mr. Kyle congratulats? the Minister on the 
working of the Act. He cited some cases of 
delay in the payment of pensions, and com- 
mended the administration costs figures to 
the Government as. an. example. of ' efficient 
State management, and an encouragement to 
undertake further insurance schemes as had 
been done elsewhere. 

Mr. Devlin, who also praised the measure, 
highly, said that it was not a final settlement, 
because it only applied to the widows, de- 
pendent children and orphans of insured per- 
sons, That was only about forty per cent, of 
these people. The Government should intro- 
duce a more comprehensive measure. 

The Minister replied that if they had no 
test they would have to pay these pensions to 
every person who came. in, these classes 
whether they were required or not. There 
were objections to the means test, and now 
to the insurance test, and he did not know 
of any other more suitable, test.

The application of, the Free State Flour 
Millers’ Association for a Customs’ duty 
of 3s. on every 280ib. sack of imported 
flour was heard yesterday at a sitting of 
the Commission on Tarifis at 5 Ely place, 
Dublin. | 

Mr. J. J. MeEJligott (chairman) pre- 
sided, and the other members present were 
Dr. J. Hinchcliffe and Professor 
Whelehan. 

The opinion was expressed that, with 
the granting of the tariffs, the costs of 
production could not be brought as low as 
in Great Britain under present conditions. 

Evidence. was given that it was becom- 
ing more and more difficult to get trained 
millers. in Ireland. The difficulty was to 
keep the young Irish miller, owing to 
broken time, in the mills of the Free State. 

Statements were also made regarding the 
effect of a tariff on the biscuit-making 
and the baking industry. 

Referring to the latter industry, Mr. 
Shackleton said that the smallest unit by 
which they could increase the price of 
flour would be one farthing, and that 
would represent ós. 9d. on the sack of flour. 

Replying to Professor Whelehan, witness 
said that ultimately the consumer would

STATEMENT BY CHAIRMAN, 

The Chairman (Mr, J. J. Mettlligott) 
announced that the Minister for Finance had 
referred seven applications relating - io 
margarine, flour, Rosary beads, coach and 
motor bodies, woollens and worsteds, down 
quilts and fish-barrels to the Commission. 
They would hear tlie case of the flour-millers 
that day. The margarine application had 
been heard, but the Commission was awaiting 
additional information, on receipt of which 
further sittings would be held. . respect of 
Rosary beads a detailed case had been lodged. 
and on payment of the fees a sitting would 
be held to deal with the matter. They had 
given preliminary consideration to the coach 
and motor bodies the previous day, and the 
first public sitting would probably be held 
after Easter. In the remaining cases the 
applicants. had not yet submitted detailed 
cases. 

Messrs. W. and R. Jacob and Co., Ltd.; 
the Irish Association of Master Bakers, and 
the Farmers’ Protectionist Union had 
cated their desire to be heard in connection 
with the application before the Commission 
that day; and the Commission. was prepared 
to hear evidence from its witnesses, State- 
ments of evidence had not been yet lodged by 
the National Association of British and Irish 
Millers, the South of Ireland Flour Importers’ 
Association, the County Clare farmers and 
the Model Bakeries, Waterford. 

FLOUR MILLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

On behalf of the Trish Flour Millers’ 
‘Sac Senator J, P. Goodbody; Messrs. 


V. E. Shackleton, John E. Walpole and E. J. 
hott were examined. 

The Chairman said that the statement of 
evidence sent in on bebalf of the Association 
stated that there were thirty-eight businesses 
opvning mills for the manufacture of flour and 
cha in the Free State, Two were in process 
of being wound up, ten had ceased to manu- 
facture flour, leaving twenty-six engaged in 
‘te manufactrue of flour: and that, owing to 
the conditions prevailing, there was no in- 
dgcement to replace the two places burned 
dqwn, or re-open those which. had ceased to 
werk. If conditions remained as they were 
the tendency wonld be for some of the exist- 
ie. ‘mills to cease. 

‘lr. Shackleton, answering the Chairman, 
saji that the thirty-eight. busitiesses owned 
fouty-one mills, There was no mill in the 
l'rge State into which an ocean-roing steamer 
could automatically discharge her grain cargo. 


AUTOMATIC DISCHARGE. 

The Ciairman—Is there a reason wily this 
wutpmatic Gisenarge, which apparently is the 
mogt modern and cconomic, is not brouglit 
inte use?—Tbhere is one mill of that kind in

Mr. Shackleton, answering guestions, said 
that most of the millers in and around Dub- 
lin got their wheat from the Merchant Ware- 
housing Company, which was the principal 
house engaged in the discharge of wheat 
ships. 

Mr. Goodbody—They act as contractors 
and gtorage merchants. There were two 
other houses doing a Jike business. 

Mr. Shackleton mentioned that there was 
automatic dischardh oí grain other than 
wheat in Waterford, 

Asked if there had been any difficulty 
there, when the automatic discharge was in- 
troduced, Mr. Goodbody said that he could 
not say, as it occurred about twenty years 
ago. When they attempted to introduce 
automatic discharge in Cork, each time it 
worked back to the compensation to be paid 
to the docker. 

The Chairman—There ts no port mill en- 
gaged in the manufacture of flour in the 
Free State to which there is automatic dis- 
charge? There is a port mill in Limerick, 
but there is no discharge into the mill. 

THE COST. 

Questioned as to the cost of the discharge 
of cargoes, Mr. Goodbody said that auto- 
matic discharge to a mill would work out at 

per cent. less than under present con- 
ditions. 

The capacity of the Free State mills was 
8 to 9 sacks of flour per hour, and the 
average in Great Britain was about 10 sacks. 

The Chairman—Do you suffer more from 
the competition of British mills than from 
the competition of American or Canadian 


mills ? 

Mr. Goodbody—We suffer more from 
British mills. The imports into Sadrstat 
Kireann are :—Great Britain, 69 per cent.; 
Northern Ireland, 12 per cent., and 19 per 
cent, from other countries, such as America 
and Canada. 

AUSTRALIAN FLOUR, 

Dr. Hinchcliffe—Is@there no Australian 
flour? Very little; there may be some in the 
19 per cent, 

r. Goodbody added that the flour from 
Great Britain was manufactured at two port 
mills at Liverpool, which catered specially 
for the Irish trade. 

Professor Whelehan—Would I be right in 
assuming that ten twenty-sevenths of the 
British exports of flour come to the Saorstat? 

Mr. Shackleton—I think you are under- 
stating it. 

Proiessor Whelehan—lIs it your case that 
ten twenty-sevenths of the British exports 
that come here do so at a price unremunera- 
tive to the trade in Great Britain “—I should 


say yes. 

a other words, it is your case that there is 
dumping '— Yes. 

Replying to further questions, Mr. Good- 
body said that the consumption annually in 
Great Britain was .85 sacks per head of the 
population, or nearly [50,000,000 sacks, as 
against 3,000.000 for the Saorstat. There 
were about 10,000,000 sacks produced in ex- 
cess of the requirements of Great Britain. 

. FIXED PRICES. 

Chairman--Is there anv working arrange- 
ment among English millers to prevent over- 
production or to gam out markets or control 
prices ’—No. have been efforts to 
arrive at fixed prices, but they all failed. 

Professor Whelehan—It is possible that 
these mills would combine for the regulation 
of their trade prices ?7— Yes, 

And how would that affect the 
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flour..imported here?—-My personal opinion is 
that it would leave the industry here worse 
than it was. 

Mr. Shackleton referred to the safeguarding 
of the national food supply in time of 
emergency, and he urged that a two or three 
months’ supply of flour should be held in the 
country. 

IMPORTS. 

In reply to questions, he said that their 
capacity at present was 2,600,000 sacks per 
annum. In 1925 1,264,000 sacks were im- 
ported and in 1926 1,278,000. 

The Chaitman—Are you of the opinion 
that, with granting of the tariffs, the costs of 
production would be brought as low as they 
are in Great Britain’—I do not think they 
could be brought as low under the present 
conditions, 

What are the present conditions that mili- 
tate against i1t?—Small capacity of the units 
and geographical position. 

Mr. Goodbody—We are at a slight dis- 
advantage as regards the price of raw 
materials The cost of Manitoba wheat is 
ls. 6d. a quarter dearer in Dublin than in 
Liverpool. 

Further questioned, the witness said that 
on an average basis the mills in England paid 
50s. per man, as against 51s. in the Saorstat. 


BROKEN TIME IN THE MILLS. 
DEARTH OF TRAINED WORKERS. 


Mr. Walpole, in his evidence, said that he 
was forty-two years a miller, twenty-one of 
which he spent in England with some of 
the largest firms in and around. Liverpool. 
It was becoming more and more difficult to 
get trained millers in Ireland; and Irish 
millers had to go across Channel for them. 
There was no prejudice against Irish millers 
here, and the difficulty was to keep the young 
lrish miller owing to broken time in tho 
mills of the Free State. The employés of 
the Irish mills were as well trained as those 
in England; but their technical education 
might be improved, similar employés in 
England being more eager to attend tech- 
nical classes than those in the Frée State. 
There were thirty-three mills with a nominal 
capacity of 312 sacks running full time. They 
had three others with a capacity of eighteen 
sacks. On the whole, he considered that on 
the average the efficiency of the Irish plant 
was good. There was only one flour mill now 
run by water all the year round in the Free 
State. Seventy-five per cent. of their mills 
could compete with the quality of imported 
flour. 

ELECTRICAL DEVELOPMENT. 

Professor Whelehan—Will the power cost 
of these mills be affected in future by elec- 
trical development in this country ?—I can- 
not tell you without knowing the cost of 
the current. 

You could not even give an opinion ?—No. 

The Chairman—You say in your statement 
that an increased output would follow a 
tariff, that wages would be higher, that there 
would be additional employment resulting 
from the production of offal, that additional 
capital would be invested in the industry, 
increased efficiency would be assured, and 
that the standard of industry would be raised. 

Mr. Shackleton said that the Commission 
would find a computation among the accounts 
handed in, showing how they arrived at the 
opinion, which was more of a forecast than 
a certainty. Three shillings would probably 
be an adequate amount of duty. 


PRICE OF BY-PRODUCTS. 

Answering the Chairman, he said that, 
speaking on broad lines, they did not antici- 
ate that a tariff of 3s. would result in an 
increase of 3s. in the price of flour. . They 
anticipated that it would be less—about 1s. 
per sack. The whole position was subject to 
the price of by-products and the demand 
there would be for them. © It was very diffi- 
cult to forecast what the result would he 
owing to the many conditions which would 
have to be taken into account. 


BISCUIT MAKING. 
- Questioned by the Chairman as to the 
effect of the tariff on the biscait making 
industry, and as to the provisions they had 
in mind to protect its interests? 

Mr. Shackleton pointed out that the big 
proportion of flour used in biscuit making 
came from the South of England. There 
was not a. sufficient. quantity of the wheat 
necessary grown in Ireland. They recog- 
nised that the business of Messrs. Jacobs 
should not be iniured in any way, and 
suggested that permits should be issued to 
any manufacturer of biscuits and cakes for 
, i tion of flour, duty free, during a 

efi 


period to the extent to which flour 
had been exported bv Trish manufacturers 


contained in manufactured biscuits and cakes 
during a corresponding period. 

As to the effect on the baking industry, 
Mr. Shackleton said that the smallest unit 
by which they could increase the price of 
flour would be one farthing, and that would 
represent 3s. 9d. on the sack of flour. 

Professor Whelehan—tLI|timately, the con:- 
sumer woul. pay, and we have to face that! 
Yes. He added that the actual increase on 
their estimate on the price of flour would 
be probably 1s. 9d. per sack. 

The Commission adjourned 
morning.

HOTELS IN IRELAND, 

TO THK LITO or TUL RES TIMES, 

Sin,—The articles in to-day's /rish Times 
have ied me to hope that in my wanderings 
through . our beautiful country during 
the comig summer | may und hotel 
accommodation even slightiy umnproved. 
I consider the idea oí technical 
classes for hotel employes an excel- 
lent one, if only they can be induced to 
attend them, and I would sugyest that one 
subject to be taugat should be “ Carving.” 
The attempts at this in many country hotels 
are shocking, and 1 have frequently had 
plates of meat put in front of me that would 
have been 100 per cent. better if only the 
carver had known his business. 

I live in hopes—but I fear that they are 
vain—of seeing the abolition of the fiying- 
pan for chops and steaks. A loin 
chop, nicely griled, is a dainty dish. A 
neck chop, untrimmed, fried in the pan, and 
sent to table swimming in. grease, is án 
abomination; and I have never succeeded in 
getting any variety outside Dublin 
or Cork. 

As a lunch, a perfectly plain meal ot cold 
meat, if nicely carved and served, with all 
the ‘‘ etceteras ’’—bread, pickles, salad, cruet 
—as they should be, is, during the summer 
months, preferable to a more elaborate one 
of soup, joint, vegetables, sweets, where 
every dish is coarse, badly cooked, and 
served without any attempt to make it appe- 
tising. I would like to point out to our 
country hotel-keepers that there are other 
vegetables besides cabbage and tinned peas. 
At one country hotel, and one only, have I 
got the perfectly served lunch; but, no 
doubt, there are many others, which 1 have 
not yet struck. One of my friends was 
very lucky in this respect in a little tour 
which he took last autumn. 

Another item that I would like to see 
improved is the lavatory accommodation. 
After a dusty drive, when one has possibly 
had to change’a wheel or do some other 
minor adjustment en route, it is difficult to 
cleanse one’s hands with cold water, an 
inadequate supply of soap and no nail- 
brush; while to dry one’s hands on an 
already wet towel is virtually an impossi- 
bility. I do not ask for “ wireless,’’ Irish 
dances, gtamaphones, or other entertain- 
ments, but I would like to find in the reading- 
room of every hotel copies of the daily 
papers, including the /rish Tsmes.—Yours, 
etc., “SANGUINE Morortst.”’

Monopolies in Trade. 


The Irish Free State is not the only 
country in which problems of State 
monopoly are exercising public opinion at 
present. For many years the manufac- 
ture of matches has been a State monopoly 
in France, with results which every tourist 
has experienced to his cost. With few ex- 
ceptions the brands of matches made in 
France are extremely bad, and the fact 
that the Government enjoys a monopoly 
forces the unfortunate consumer to use 
them. When M. Poincaré decided to re- 
form French finance one of his projects 
involved the farming out of the match 
monopoly to private enterprise. In 
pursuance of this plan the Cabinet re- 
cently adopted a convention by which the 
Swedish-American Match Trust, the most 
powerful body of its kind in existence, 
offered to pay a sum of £16,000,000 for a 
controlling interest in the monopoly. This 
Trust proposed to leave the management 
of the business in the hands of a French 
organisation, closely affiliated to itself, 
and to confine its direct interests in the 
concern to purely financial operations. The 
offer was made some weeks ago, and the 
French Government was asked to reach a 
decision before the end of the present 
month. In the ordinary course of events 
the plan came before the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Deputies, which 


was divided equally in its opinions. Twenty 


voted for, and twenty against, the proposal, 
aiid now nothing can be done until the 
French Parliament meets in the middle of 
next month after the Easter recess. In 
the meanwhile, it is understood that the 
Swedish-American Trust will withdraw its 
offer, which will be made next to Italy. 
Consequently, the French Exchequer will 
lose £16,000,000 in ready money, and the 
man in the street will continue to endure 
the hardship of native matches. 

In Germany, too, the Swedish-American 
Trust is very active. It has secured con- 
trol of seventy per cent. of the native 
match manufacturers, and recently en- 
tered inta a sales organisation with the 
other thirty per cent., thus establishing a 
virtual monopoly in the country. The 
Government. of the Reich introduced a 
bill this week ostensibly to check the 
further growth of the concern. It pro 
posed that henceforward the estabhsh- 
ment of new match factories should 
be subject to the veto of the Minister 
for Economic Affairs, and that he 
should exercise a certain control over 
output and prices. The Socialist Party 
in the Reichstag declared that this 
bill would encourage and consolidate 
the existing monopoly. It was supported 
by the Democrats and the Communists, 
with the result that, on a “ snap " 
division, the Government was defeated, 
and the bill was sent back to the Com- 
mittee which prepared it. The Germans 
have had some experience of monopolies. 
After the war, not only did a Socialist 
Government attempt to establish State 
control of important industries, but 
private individuals of the Stinnes type 
took advantage of the country’s im- 
poverished condition to create a series of 
enormous trusts, which eliminated com- 
petition from many branches of trade. 
The consumer, caught between the 
monopolies and the trusts, was forced to 
pay exorbitant prices for his goods, and 
this process contributed largely to the 
virtual extinction of the middle-classes in 
Germany. No doubt, the supporters of the 
Swedish-American Match Trust can adduce 
al! the usual arguments in favour of such 
a “ring.” We have heard similar argu- 
ments in Ireland, but the Germans are 
wise to prefer competitive enterprise. 
Without healthy competition trade cannot 
thrive. Monopolies make for high prices 
and inefficient services, and, although a 
private trust is slightly preferable to a 
State-controlled concern, there is not much 
to choose between them in the long run. 
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The Battleship’s End. 


The destruction of a worn-out ship is 
sad. The Cutty Sark, once the pride of 
the ocean, now rides at anchor, idle and 
doomed to a sorry declension and an in- 
glorious end, It is the lot of battleships, 
however, to perish in their prime. No 
commercial use can be found for these 
floating fortresses, and, when they pass out 
of commission owing to naval retrench- 
ment or the rapid outclassing of their 
armaments, they are sent tc the ship- 
breaker’s yard for destruction. A writer 
in Chambers’s Journal describes a yard on 
a bleak Northumbrian river where many a 
famous vessel has come to a premature 
dissolution. A ship which figured in the 
Navy List a few months ago, fully manned 
and fit for battle, now is moored alongside 
a yard that is littered with scrap. 
Turbines are dismantled, boilers are cold, 
the hull is streaked with rust, and the 
decks, once spotless, are grimed with filth. 
Workmen are busy with iets of oxy- 
acetylene, hammers and chisels, stripping 
away copper and brass and gun wmetal. 
The whole steel super-structure will be 
taken asunder, swung ashore in sections, 
and sheared into fragments. At last the 
proud vessel will be reduced to a bare 
hull cat down to the water's edge. This

Aftica for Tourists. 


Until recently the interior of the 
African Continent was a sort of. wild 
reserve, but now it is holiday ground for 
tourists. The Cape to Cairo trip has become 
familiar to travellers. Motor cars have 
run from Cairo to Capetown, and Sir Alan 
Cobham has flown over the same route. 
The High Commissioner in London for 
the Union of South Africa has distributed 
a booklet issued by the South African 
railways and harbours for the purpose of 
interesting holiday-makers in the grand 
African tour. Not yet has Rhodes’s scheme 
of a Cape to Cairo railway been realised, 
but recourse to steamers and river boats, 
and to motor services in Central and 
Northern Africa, now enables tourists 
to traverse the Continent from end to 
end. Good railways carry the tourist 
from Capetown to Kimberley and 
Johannesburg, where he sees the diamond 
fields; to Bulawayo, where the nameless 
statue of Rhodes surveys the yet un- 
developed wonderland that bears his 
name; to Victoria Falls, and so to 
Bukama, in the Congo territory. Here 
the traveller embarks on the river 
steamer; he crosses Lake Tanganyika 
and Lake Victoria Nyanza into Kenya, 
the youngest and most virile of colonies ; 
and, having passed the Equator, he pro- 
ceeds in alternate stages by motor car 
and river steamer to Khartum. The rest 
of the journey into Egypt and to the 
Egyptian capital is made by one of the 
busiest highways in Africa. Thus the 
tourist completes a journey of 7,181 miles 
in a total travelling time of forty-five 
days. He has journeyed through a 
continent from a young city in the shadow 
of Table Mountain to the ancient land of 
the Sphinx, and at no time have his ad- 
ventures carried him far from the services 
of modern civilisation.

National Economy. 


The demand for national economy con- 
tinues to grow, and new resolutions callinz 
for retrenchment appear on the order 
paper of the House of Commons to-day. 
One, supported by a number of important 
members, points out that “it is expedient, 
having regard to the responsibilities of 
all members for the expenditure of public 
moneys, so to revise the terms of reference 
to the Estimates Committee as to allow 
this body to review the national finances 
more effectively.than is at present possible, 
and thus enable private members through 
the Estimates Committee to take a more 
active part in sharing the responsibility 
of the Government in this respect. 
Another resolution calls on the Govern- 
ment to make a‘resolute attempt to effect 
large reductions of expenditure and to 
take the House and the country. into its 
confidence as to the conclusions on the 
subject arrived at from time to time. by 
the Cabinet Committee on Economy. 


Social Services. 


There is a strong feeling among members 
of the House of Commons that attention 
should be devoted to the expenditure 
resulting from the social services. It is 
argued that a great many people com. 
pulsorily insured secure no benefits from 
their contributions, because they prefer 
to avail themselves of the services of their 
own family doctor. It is suggested that 
theré would be a considerable saving 1/f 
such persons were allowed to “ contract 
out’’ of the insurance scheme. It’is ad 
mitted that there are objections to this 
suggestion, however, since the panel 
doctors are paid a capitation fee; and, 
should “contracting out ” be permitted, 
they would suffer heavily, with the result 
that the fee would have to be increased. 


The Trade Union Bill. 


The’ headquarters of the Conservative 
Party are prepared to meet the Socialist. 
campaign in. the country against 
Trade Union Bill, and arrangements have 
been made for members of Parliament to 
speak in many centres in support of ths 
proposed changes. A series of misrepre 
sentations on the part of the Socialists 
has to be countered in the most effective 
manner possible, and if, is thought tha! 
this can best be done by public meetings 
addressed by speakers with full knovw- 
ledge of the proposals contained in the 
bill. The clauses. against intimidation are 
being welcomed in many. districts, where 
the workers at one fime or another har” 
suffered severely themselves or have seen 
others subjected to violence.

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SHOT DEAD. 


AN ORDERLY ROOM 
TRAGEDY. 
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LI EUTENANT ARRESTED 
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From Our Own ConnEsPONDENT. 
GIBRALTAR, Thursday. 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. §. Fitzgerald, 
commanding the Second Battalion the East 
Surrey Regiment, was shot dead this morn- 

ing by an officer of the same regiment. 

Two shots were fired, one of which 
wounded the colonel under the right collar- 
bone. Death was due to internal 
hemorrhage. 

The inquest was held this afternoon. 
Lieutenant Dowling, the adjutant, giving 
evidence, said that the colonel arrived in 
the orderly room at 9.45 this morning. 
After the customary conversation he (the 
adjutant) departed at 10.30 a.m. As he 
left he saw Lieutenant A. C. Duffield and 
some other officers outside. 

In view of the fact that it was unusual 
for Lieutenant Duffield to be there, he 
asked him the reason for his presence. 


ADJUTANT’S STATEMENT. 

“ Duffield,”’ the adjutant said, “ replied 
that he wanted to see the colonel. The 
hecessary permission was obtained, and 
Lieutenant Duffield was notified and 
entered the orderly room alone. After a 
minute I heard from an adjoining room 
two shots fired. I rushed into the orderly 
room, and the colonel said: ‘ Dowling, he 
has shot me. Place him under arrest.’ ”’ 

The adjutant said that he pushed 
Lieutenant Duffield out of the room, and 
when arrested Duffield said: ‘‘ I may as 
well take my belt off now, as I am 
arrested. ’’ 

The adjutant returned to the orderly 
room and found an empty service revolver 
on the floor in front of the colonel’s table, 
two empty cartridges, and one bullet in the 
side of the chair. 

All the witnesses, who were brother 
officers, stated that there was no ill-feeling. 
On the contrary, Lieutenant Duffield had 
been lately complimented on his good work. 

At this stage the inquest was adjourned 
until to-morrow morning.

COLONEL’S CAREER. 

Colonel James Stephen Fitzgerald was 49 
years old.

Lieutenant Austin Christopher 
Duffield, who is 27 years old, was gazetted 
to the Leinster Regiment in July, 1920;

LORD GLENAVY’S LETTER.

Three of the ringleaders—Ramprasad, 
Rajindralahiri, and Raushancingh—were 
sentenced to death. Sachinandranath 
Sanyal, a member of the anarchial con- 
Spiracy movement in Bengal, was sentenced 
to transportation for life. ‘ The others were 
sentenced to terms of imprisonment. rang- 
ing from five to fourteen years. 

The case arose out of an attack.on a 
passenger train between Kakori and 
Alamnagar, near Lucknow, in August, 
1925, when a Moslem and a Gurkha were 
shot, and a Eureopean was injured. In- 
vestigation of that case brought to light a 
widespread movement in the United Pro- 
vinces to subvert government by the com- 
mission of dacoities (robberies) and

If there is hesitation as to China, there. 

The 
act of the Legislature of that country pro- 
viding for a plebiscite on the question of 
independence has been vetoed by President. 
Coolidge—ths first time a United States 
President has used: this power. The 
message to the Governor, General Wood, 
announcing this decision was made public 
last night. It is a long document, which 
warns the Filipinos to.“ reflect seriously 
before wishing to embark on the uncharted 
and stormy sea of independence, suf 
rounded by. unknown dangers, in a craft 
ill-fitted for the difficulties to be met.”’

In order to vet thé net profit they should 
deduct the £40,000 that they had already got. 
The net increase im revenue to the Exchequer 
would be about £290,000 a year. 


BANK NOTE ISSUE. 

A distinct change would be made in the 
hank note issue. Heretofore that issue con- 
sisted of two sorts of notes—the fiduciary 
issue. secured on the assets of the banks and 
uitimately a charge on the individual share: 
holders of the bank; and notes which had 
been backed by. gold or silver or by British 
Treasury notes. The secured notes could be 
issued to any amount, provided the banks 
held a backing for them. 

The new arrangement differed from that, 
For the legal tender notes British securities 
would be held by the Currency Commission, 
and any person would have the right to apply 
to the London agents of the Currency Com- 
mission and secure British money for any 
legal tender notes he offered. No limit would 
he fixed to the amount of legal tender notes 
which might be issued if the banks gave 
British currency to the Currency Commission. 

THE CONSOLIDATED 188UE.” —- 

The speeial issue of -notes by the various 
hanks would come to an end. There would 
le issued a consolidated note issue, the 
amount of which in the initial period would 
be six million pounds. The. issue ‘would be 
apportioned to the various banks by the 
methods set out in the bill. If the sum of 

millions was found to be more or Jess 
than the requirements of the country de- 
manded, at the end of two years it would be 
possible for the Currency Commission, with 
the consent of the Minister for Finance, to 
alter the maximum amount and redistribute 
the note issue among the banks. 

At the end of an additional period of three 
years it would be possible again, by the 
unanimous vote of the Commission, and with 
the consent of the Minister for Finance, to 
alier the maximum limit.

In many countries there was a provision 
that the banks should hold certain propor- 
tions of cash or other specific assets against 
their note issues. Tt was not proposed to do 
that in the Free State, but it was proposed 
that there should always be a rigid maximum 
which could be altered only at fixed periods. 
The arrangement would be a great benefit to 
the country.

A QUESTION ANSWERED. 

Some people asked why the old arrange- 
ments for note issues should not have been 
allowed to remain,and why they could not 
have in the Free State as legal tender the 
Treasury note, with its certain backing and 
safeguards. He thought that it would he 
obvious that once they disturbed the cob- 
vebs at all it was desirable that a suí: 
cient change should be made to meet the new

Under the old atrangements some banks 
had a feduciary note issue, and others had 
not. It was not possible to leave the matter 
that way. Arrangements with regard to bank 
notes in the Free State and England worked 
out differently. In England the bank note 
sue, with the exception of the Bank of 
Kngland’s issue, if it had not disappeared, 
had become a matter of very little im- 
portance. Here the importance of the note 
issue had remained, and would, he thought, 
remain for @ very long time. They were 
not likely to have the same use for cheques 
and overdrafts that existed in Great Britain. 

They could not leave the banks in 
the condition they were: some with privi- 
leges and others without privileges. They 
given the entire issue to @ 
but the Commission did not 
recommend that. The need for it was not 
as great in the Free State as in other 
countries, and there were not exactly the 
same facilities for the successful setting up 
of such an institution. 

They had in the Free State a good, sound, 
and conservative system of banking that had 
the confidence of the country and the de- 
positors. If they had sisted on 
setting up a central bank in  opposi- 
tion to the wishes of existing institutions, 
it would have done more damage than it 
would have been worth while to face. It 
was decided to alter the character of the note 
issue, making the amount of notes that might 
be issned by any bank depend on the busi- 
ness of that bank, and to maintain the fixed 
amount for a period of two years. 

A GOOD EFFECT.

“I do not think that there is the slightest 
danger of the system working otherwise than 

a most highly satisfactory manner. The 
banks have shown most praiseworthy readi- 
ness to recognise the need that exists, and 
have taken their part in the changes that 
mast be effected. In the future we will, I 
believe,shave the heartiest co-operation of the 
banks in making the new system work, and 
we can-rely on the conservative policy which 
the Trish banks have pursued to see 
that it is worked in a safe and sound way. 
In making their nominations the Government 
will see to it that rash views are not likely 
to prevail in the Commission. 

“ I believe that we have got now what the 
country requires—a banking system which 
will meet ail our needs and adjusted to our 
present day requirements.

LABOUR’S VIEW OF THE CHANGE. 


Mr. T. O'Connell, acting leader of the 
Opposition, followed. He first questioned the 
wisdom of the,Government in trying to carry 
concurrently three Inéasures of such first-class 
importance as the Currency Bill, the Agricul 
tural Credit Bill, and the Electricity Bill. 

He admitted that the setting up of a separ- 
ate State demanded the establishment of a 
separate currency as a visible and outward 
sign of nationality. In so far as the bill did 
that, only in so far it did something that 
should be commended, but he was afraid that 
the proposed Irish currency was only in out- 
ward form, that there was nothing indepen- 
dont about it. 

The new currency was indissolubly linked 
up with the British currency, anchored to it 
definitely. While he did not deny that there 
might be sound reasons for that, jt, should 
not be forgotten that the economic policy of 
the Free State would be guided by British 
currency policy, that its economic condition 
would very much affected by every cur- 
rency policy which might be adopted: from 
time to time by Great Britain, t seemed 
to him that it was taken too readily for 
granted that Great Britain was the -only 
European country with a stable financial 
system. | 

It would be all sight if Britain s financial 
policy always worked in the interests of 
British -prosperity. The prosperity of the 
Free State depended very largely on the 
prosperity. vf Great Britain—their beat 
customer—so that anything affecting the pros- 
perity of Great Britain was of vital interest 
ere. © Mr. Reginald McKenna. and other 
distinguished financiers had asserted that the 
policy ' of rapid detiation after the war was 
responsible for Britain's present industrial 
ills, The reactions of that policy were felt 
in Ireland in bad prices for produce, un- 
employment, and thé rest. 

e policy of deflation in Great: Britain 
was adopted mainly by the banks in their 
desire to get back -rapidly to the gold 
standard. If it were. truc that British 
financial policy did not always operate in the 
interests of British financial prosperity, there 
was reason tc be uneasy that Irish financial 
policy was so closely linked up with it. It 
seemed to him that the Commission tóo 
readily and too easily took it for granted that 
under, no circumstances should there be any 
variation in the standard of currency between 
this country and Great Britain. 

Why, he asked, should the banks, which 
were private, - profit-making institutions, be 
given. the nt ir of issuing notes? Would 
there be anything fundamentally wrong i» 
the Government issuing all the. notes 
necessary? The policy of the frish and 
liritish banks seemed to be that in bad times 
the greatest restrictions should be placed on 
‘redit when the opposite policy should he 
adopted. He asked whether the Government 
proposed to alter that policy in any way. 

PRIVACY OF ACCOUNTS. 

Major Bryan Cooper .(Ind.) urged. the 
Minister to make it clear in the bill that 
it was not intended to publish the details of 
individual accounts, and that the Controller 
and Auditor-General was not to investigate 
the. details of such accounts. It was 
also necessary to define more clearly, the 
phrase, ‘‘The Commission may temporarily 
borrow.” He thought; with regard to the 
investment of bais that. they should tie 
the Currency Commission ‘Investments as 
tightly as possible to British tnvestments, 
and the term, “ British Government securt- 
ties,’ .contained in the bill was too wide. 
The Free State's interests should be so closely 
allied with British interests in ‘this matter 
that they could not imjure us, even uncon- 
sciously, without injuring themselves. 

Captain Redmond said that the bill should 
be postponed until after the general election, 
They were being asked at the tail-end of a 
dying Dail to pass a measure which was 
fraught with the gravest consequences to the 
future of the country. 

He believed that the bill was on right 
lines, and contained every possible security 
for the credit of the State, but he was of 
opinion that there was no necessity to pro- 
ceed with it at this time. No one called for 
it, 

PROTEST AGAINST RUSH. 

Mr. Heffernan said thae he agreed with 
Captain Redmond that it would be much 
better to postpone the measure until after 
the general election. ...He entered a strong 
protest against rushing legislation of the 
utmost’ importance at the last moment. 

It was up to them to deal with the finan- 
cial and economic (conditions, and they 
should not be put off by the conservative 
policies of the banks, which should regard 
themselves as having a duty to the public at 
large as well as to their shareholders and 
customers. 

Mr. Mulcahy asked that the Minister 
should let them have a statement as to why 
the Bank of Ireland and the National Bank 
were guaranteed their present fiduciary issue.

The banks had become social utility organi- 
sations, ‘upon whose opefations the economic 
welfare of the country depended. He thought 
that the banks’ first duty was to the country, 
and secondly to the shareholders. They 
should, he added, be worked like such in- 
stitutions as gas companies. 

He had a notion that, when dealing with 
matters of this kind, they should do it in 
times of prosperity rather than in times of 
bad trade and depression. It was satisfactory 
to know, on the assurance of Deputy Hewat, 
that the business or monied classes were pre- 
pared to accept the bill without fear of any 
adverse consequences. He had no evidence 
that the bill was going to be worth any more 
than the saving. There was no change in 
fact; there was change in form and design, 
lettering and wording, and he was satisfied 
that that was so. (Hear, hear.) 

NOT THE LAST. 

This was not the last Act that would be 
passed dealing with banking and currency 
matters, and his feeling was that when 
prosperity came to the country it was likely 
that banking practices wep. have developed 
to such a degree that the Currency Commis- 
sion would te in fact, the nuncleus of a 
national note-issuing bank, and not mereiy+? 
an association of private banks. It was satis- 
factory to. know-that it did point the way to 
the fact that the banking service of the 
country would at some future date be con- 
ducted with a.view to the general well-being 
of the community, and not in the first 
instance for the benefit of the shareholders, 

Mr. McBride reminded the House that the 
dividends of the banks were paid on. the 
capital, and that when a dividend of, say, 
15 per cent. or 20 per cent. was paid, it was 
frequeritly ‘equal Áis to four or five per cent. 
of the money employed. He did.not think 
that the banks should be blamed for the 
speculation in la d carried on a few Years 
ago, and as a result of which the farmers lost 
considerably. | 

Mr. Conor Hogan (Farmers) protested 
against the manner in .which the bill had 
been rushed, ahd” said that it was treating 
the houses very lightly. He desired to know 
on what basis the sum of six million pounds 
had been fixed by the Commission, 

AN ADVANCE. 

Professor Thrift expressed ‘the view that 
‘the bill had made a distinct advance on the 
report of the Banking Commission, in so far 
as it removed the limit. on the legal tender 
issue. He agreed with. Deputy Johnson— 
whose appearance in the’ House they all 
welcomed after his recent: illness—(hear, hear) 
—that if it were not for the fact that the 
change would bring about an _ imereased 
revenue, this would “niet \ be a’gdod time to 
make the change. He also agreed to a large 
extent with Deputy Johnson that what was 
proposed was not a change in fact, 
but a change in form, and he thought, 
in so . fay as that. was true,.. the 
Commission had put in the forefront of 
their report their conviction that no change 
should be made that would mean a variation 
in the rate of exchange. between the two 
countries; | | 

He agreed with the Minister that chanyes 
were necessary, but he could; not help think- 
ing that all the desirable pojnts which were 
gained by the bill could have been gained in 
a simpler way. 

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, said 
that, instead of their own rates, banks would 
have consolidated notes at 1{ per cent. In 
the future additional currency required in 
the country would be got in the form of con- 
solidated note issue. There was no reason 
why the Dail should not deal with that 
bill in the last year of its life. The bill 
was hot being rushed. They would not be 
justified in wmterfering with the currency 
arrangements of the country for the sake 
of “what it would bring to the Exchequer. 
These changes had «been approved of by a 
very conservative Commission, but it seemed 
to him that the £1,000 per day involved 
was quite a good argument for going alead 
with the proposal.

He 
thought that there was no intention to scru- 
tinise ‘private accounts, and he did not agree 
that it was necessary to restrict the Commis- 
sion in its chore of securities further than 
was proposed in the bill. It was, he thought, 
enough to say.“ British Government Securi- 
ties.’ 

On the question of whether the banks were 
public utility services or private money- 
making services there was no doubt, he said, 
that the character. of the banks had changed 
with the change of time; but, undoubtedly, 
they were concerns that must be carried on 
in a businesslike way; and, above all, they 
must safeguard the interests of their depos)- 
tors. He thought there could be no fear 
that there woul be too much money in circu- 


lation. 
LOCAL REGISTER, 

The provision in regard to the setting up 
of a-local tegister had nothing te do with 
giving the Government a hold over the banks, 
but related to the question of securing for 
the Government full .amount of death 
duties, He thought that there was in the bill 
a greater change in fact than was suggested 
by Deputy Johnson by reason of the element 
of elasticity that had been introduced. 

The second reading of the bill was. passed, 
and the Committee: stage fixed for April 26. 

AGRICULTURAL CREDITS. 

The first stage of the Agricultural Credits 
Bill was passed. ‘The bill is deseribed as an 
Act to make provision for the formation and 
registration of a company having for its 
principal object the giving of credit to persons 
engaged in agriculture and businesses an- 
cillary to agriculture, to authorise the giving 
of guarantees by the State in relation to the 
capital of such company and securities issued 
by it, and to provide for certain other matters 
relating to such company, and to facilitate 
the borrowing of money by farmers on 
mortgages of their farming stock, and to 
regulate the operation and eflect of such 
mortgages. 

The Land Bill (1927) was passed through 
its final stages.

These 
officers would be controlled from the Depart- 
ment, and conversations. would take place 
and instructions would be given as to the 
method of procedure. Great care should be 
taken in the matter of extinguishing licences, 
fearing that it might create a worse evil, 
sheebeening. fit ; 

The Act of 194 provided _ that 
coriviction involved automatic endorsement 
of licences. He had no apology to make for 
that particular provision; for in the years 
1922-25. there was considerable laxity in the 
licensing laws. That exceptional laxity could 
only have been corrected by exceptional 
stringency. He was satisfied that that pro- 
vision had had excellent results. They could 
now afford to mitigate somewhat the severity 
of the Act of 1924, and consequently the 
provisions as regards endorsement contained 
im the present bill were substantially Jess 
severe. 

The Minister explained the other. sections 
of the bill, in much the same terms as he 
explained them in the Dail. 


POSTPONEMENT SUGGESTED. 

Mr, Farren said that he hoped, after this 
stage, further consideration of the bill would 
be postponed until after the general election, 
From his own observation, he considered that, 
owing to the undue influence brought to bear 
on members of all parties, they were not free 
agents in the discussion of the measure. He 
would endeavour to induce that. House to 
provide that.

Mr. Dowdall, in supporting the bill, con- 
gratulated the, Minister upon having preserved 
so many. useful provisions, in the measure.

He said that they were the elected of the 
elected, the nominated of the nominated. 

It had been their experience 
that there was not the effective liaison be- 
tween the two houses which was contem- 
plated by the framers of the Constitution, 
but it was most regrettable that they were 
asked to rush through these bills that some 
members had not even read. Considering the 
way in which the Senate had facilitated the 
Government on various occasions, in ordinary 
courtesy and in the interest of Igislation in 
general, it was reasonable that the President 
of: the Executive Council should have 
the option of selecting as one of his 
Ministers a member of the Senate. 

Senator Bennett. said that he supported the 
amendment, although he was not enthusiastic 
about it. The proposal in the bill cut so 
much across the Constitution that some such 
amendment was necessary to secure the at- 
tention that the bill merited. The Constitu- 
tion proyided for five External Ministers, 
and the bill changed all that. In future the 
President would have;sthe ~ower to nominate 
twelve Executive Ministers, thereby vitiating 
and rendering nugatory Article 56 of the 
Constitution, which provided for vocational 
councils, and Article 55, which provided for 
external Ministers. 

He stood for the Constitution, which he 
did not think had failed, and the time had 
not yet come to put into the hands of the 
President the creation of a Cabinet, which 
eventually would find itself a Cabinet within 
a Cabinet. He was anxious that a member 
of the Senate should be a member of the 
Ministery, so'as to .keep the Senate in 
close touch with the proceedings in the other 
House. 

Mr. Douglas said ‘that, although it was 
desirable to have a leader in that House 
representing the Government, still he could 
not ne “78 the amendment. The proper 
way, in. his opinion, to deal with the matter 
would be by introducing a bill in the Senate, 
and if that. were done he would support it. 


JOINT COMMITTEE. 

Mr. O' Higgins said that if the bill were 
passed unamended he would be prepared to 
ive his advice, for what it was worth, to 
the Executive Council to agree to the setting 
up of a Joint Committee of both Houses to 
consider the subject, It was for the Pre- 
sident to say how many members he. would 
have within the Executive Council, and 
how collective responsibility should be shared 
with external Ministers.

authorities, and left for London. She is 
Eleanor Parker, aged 27. 


NO PASSAGE TICKET. 

She walked aboard the Celtic at New York 
landing stage wearing a pair of carpet 
slippers. She had no other footwear or 
change of clothes, neither had she a passage 
ticket, but she held a receipt from the New 
York office of the White Star: Line for 35 
dollars, believed to be a deposit on account 
of a ticket. When she boarded the liner just 
before sailing time she carried a small bag 
or “grip,” and a search disclosed that its 
only contents were two men’s new boots, 
both, however, being for the left foot. 

Miss Parker made her presence known on 
board when the vessel was some hours out of 
New York, She was treated as a suspected 
stowaway, and appeared on the ship’s mani- 
fest as such. It has since been discovered 
that her original intention was to travel on 
the Olympic, and some luggage belonging to 
her has, in fact, been found on that vessel. 
She had no money in her possession, but she 
carried with her a. list of names of girl 
friends in London whom she met during the 
war, when, she states, she was employed by 
the United States Shipping Board.

The Limerick Corporation, at a meeting last 
night, rejected a motion by Mr. J. Dalton 
for the dissolution of the Council on the 
ground of the unsatisfactory financial posi- 
tion of the City Home and Hospital entailing 
an increased demand on the ratepayers. 

Mr. Dalton said that when he had given 
notice for the dissolution he gave every party | 
m the Council an opportunity of considering 
the matter, but they had not. done so. The 
citizens and the Ratepayers’ Society were also 
invited to give their opinion on the question 


‘of the heavy rate for this year, and no reply 


had been received. The reason that prompted 
him to move the resolution was that the city 
was not able to bear the burden of 23s. 2d. 
rate; in fact, the city was “ broke.’’ In 1918 
the rate was 14s.

LECTURE AT SHAKESPEREAN 
SOCIETY. | 


A lecture on ‘‘The Character of the 
Melancholy Jaques’’ was delivered by Miss 
E. M. C. Jellett, B.A., at a meeting of the 
Dublin Branch of the British Empire Shake- 
speare Society at 5 Leinster street, Dublin 
Miss Jellett said that Shakespeare, in 
moulding his Jaques, obviously intended him 
to be gloomy or morose rather than serious- 
minded. That, at least. would appear to be 
the opinions held of Jaques by his immediate 
associates in ‘‘As You Like It.”” The Duke 
regarded him as peevish and ‘‘ compact ol 
jars’’; Orlando: took him to be “either a 
tool or a cipher’’; Rosalind had no use at 
all for him, while Touchstone considered him 
a morbid philosophiser. 
The lecturer, however, while she found 
Jaques totally devoid of a sense of humour, 
admitted that he was not absolutely destitute 
of the miJk of human kindness, Had he lived 
in modern times he would doubtless have 
discarded the epithet ‘‘ melancholy,” and, 
applying ‘to himself that term which is made 
to cover such a multitude of sins, he would 
have spoken of his ‘‘ temperament.”

CONFIRMED, 


An extraordinary general meeting of the 
shareholders of Marconi’s Wire ‘elegraph 
Company was held in London yesterday to 
confirm the resolutions passed at the meeting 
on March 15th to reduce the capital of the 
company. 

Senatore Marconi, who presided, in moving 
the confirmation of the resolutions, said that 
proxies “received in support of the resolutions 
representéd over one and a half million shares. 
He read a letter from the secretaries of Mr. 
Nordon’s Committee, stating that, - acting 
under advice, the Committee of the Share- 
holders’ Association had decided not to lodge 
the proxies received for the meeting oí the 
7th inst., but to make their protest against 
the directors’ proposals when the resolutions 
came before the Court. 

Mr. Nordon submitted that the resolutions 
which the shareholders were asked to confirm 
had never been passed as extraordinary resolu- 
tions at the previous meeting. The proceed- 
ings at the last meeting were advertised and 
d for in thirty papers. What was the 
object of that except to secure the favourable 
ear the Press’ He advised shareholders never 
to pay attention to what appeared in the 
Press when simultaneously there! was pub- 
lished a paid-for advertisement, (Laughter.) 

A POINT OF ORDER. 

Mr. Graham Darcy rose to a point of order 
while Mr. Nordon was speaking. They were 
not there, he said, to discuss the Press or the 
machinations of the Board of directors; they 
were there to confirm certain resolutions. He 
thought that it was highly improper on the 
part of Mr. Nordon to assail the Press of this 
country, which was the fairest and most just 
Press in the whole world. 

The Chairman then requested Mr. Nordon 
to confine his remarks to. relevant points. 

THE IRISH SHAREHOLDERS. 

Dr. Sherlock, Dublin, said that he spoke as 
the representative of over 600,000 shares. 
He came from a country whose Press could 
say equally with the Press of Great Britain 
that it was incorruptible, and he protested 
strongly against the underlying innuendoes in 
Mr. Nordon’s reference to the Press. He 
would say, as a stranger, that, if there was a 
seintilla of justification for Mr. *“Nordon's 
suggestion, Heaven help the country and the 
Empire. (Loud applause.) Mr. Nordon, both 
at the previous meeting and on the present 
occasion, had referred to matters of vital im- 
portance to the company, the disclosure of 
which might have serious effects upon their 
profits. 

The board’s proposals were supported by 
such eminent Fe ow a as Lord Ashfield, Lord 
Buckland, Sir Hugo Hirst, and Mr. F. A. 
Szarvasy, and they also had received the 
support of Sir Gilbert Garnsey, and he slso 
noticed that one of Mr. Nordon’s colleagues, 
Sir Frank Meyer, had declared that, so far 
as the cutting down of capital was concerned, 
he was heart and soul with the board. When 
he found that such men supported the 
board’s proposals, as a common or garden 
man in the street he could not see anything 
to do but to accept the board's ‘recommenda- 
tions. (Hear, hear.) Let them form a 
united front, and then, at the end of two 
or three years, if they found that the pro- 
gress made was not what. it ought to be, 
they could make a clean sweep. Having 
regard to all the circumstances, he was con- 
vinced that it was in the interests of the 
company that the present bickering should 
cease, and that the organisation should be 
thereby strengthened. (Applause.) 

A CROSS-WORD PUZZLE. 

Major White said that Mr. Nordon had 
coine forward with, a financial cross-word 
puzzle. He had not produced a construc- 
tive suggestion worth the proverbial wwo- 
pennyworth of gin.

NEED OF HIGH QUALITY BULLS 


The repor® of the County Dublin Cow- 
Testing Association, which was read by Mr. 
W. Monks, Supervisor, at the annual meet- 
ing held at 11 Rutland square, Dublin, 
showed that the best cow ‘one test in the 
Association yietded 1,289 gallons of milk, with 
an average butter-fat test of 5.50 per cent., 
showing a total yield of 464lbs. of butter 
fat. The worst cow preduced 259 gallons 
of milk, with an average butter-fat test of 
367 per cent., or a total pro@uction of 148lbs. 
of butter-fat. 

The average yield per cow of the ten best 
cows for one lactation period was 1,079 
gallons of milk, with an average butter-fat 
test of 3.60 per cent., yielding 400Ibs. of 
butter-fat. The average yield per cow of 
the ten worst cows was 412 gallons of milk,

According to the evidence, which was ex- 
tensive and somewhat conflicting, it was 
alleged that the 151 sheep and lambs bought 
by George Kavanagh in Kildare fair, which 
were seized on the bankrupt’s farm at Dun- 
sink by the messenger of the Bankruptcy 
Court, .were the property of George 
Kavanagh, who had arranged to have them 
sent from Kildare to Cabra to be “ parked” 
on the lands of the bankrupt’s father, Patrick 
Kavanagh, who li¥ed with the bankrupt at 
the address meationed. | 

The act of bankruptcy, it was stated, was 
that a return of nulla bona had been made 
with respect to the execution of a judg- 
ment for £400 against the bankrupt. 

Others concerned in the case included 
Michael Healy, cattle dealer, Dolphin’s Barn, 
Dublin, and a drover named Meganun. 

In support of the appeals it wag submitted 
that Mr, Justice Johnston's orders were of 
a primitive nature, and should not have 
been made, especially as an application had 
been made to the Judge on notice on 
behalf .of .

Mr. deo hegan, K.C,, resuming his argu- 
ment for the assignees in bankruptcy, said 
that the English cases to which he had 
referred were cases in which the cattle or 
stock were on agistment, but there was no- 
thing like that in this case, where the sheep 
were in the possession of the assignees, the 
claim of George’ Kavanagh to their owner- 
ship being unfounded, It was not for him, 
on behalf of the assignees, to make tithe of 
the sheep; it. was for George Kavanagh to 
establish his claim by showing his title to 
them. This was a different case from an 
‘‘order and disposition’’ case. If the 
assignees had got possession of the property 
of the bankrupt, or what appeared to be the 
property of the bankrupt, as they had, it 
was sufficient title. 

Chief Justice—You start with the pre- 
sumption that these sheep were the bank- 
ge rk property ! ; 

Mr. Geoghegan, assenting; said that no 
person had come forward to claim them, ex- 
cept a person whose claim, on the figures 
and facts before the Court, appeared to be 
an unfounded claim. For about ten months 
the sheep were in the possession oí «the 
assignees, and during that time nobedy 
claimed these sheep at all. When the claim 
had been made afterwards by George 
Kavanagh, the judge, in the exercise of his 
discretion, naturally felt that the facts .were 
being kept back from him; that misleading 
statements were being made; and that the 
claim was bogus. It was not for him (Mr. 
Geoghegan) to establish the bankrupt’s 
ownership at all. 

The Chief Justice pointed out that the 
unsatisfactory answering, for which an order 
of committal was made, should be unsatisfac- 
tory with respect to specific questions put to 
the witness, and not unsatisfactory answering 
generally—it must be unsatisfactory in reply 
to specific questions, 

Mr. Geoghegan snid that stories were 
told in the yn cease Court in such a way 
that it would be very difficult to put cne's 
finger on a particular part of the story on 
which it pivoted. If their Lordships, how- 
ever, felt it necessary in the interests of 
justice that the Judge should describe the 
specific statements which he regarded as un-

'BUSES IN COLLISION. 


ACTION AND CROSS-ACTION.

Mrs. KSthleen ‘, Galbert, a owver, Ll 
Aungier street, Dublin, claimed damages 
against. the Dublin United Tramways Com- 
pany, Ltd., for injuries caused to a motor 
"bus owned by her by reason of the alleged 
negligence of the tramway company's servants 
at Beresford place on the 13th October, 1926. 
The Dublin United ‘tramways Company had 
a eross-aetion against Mrs. Gilbert for injury 
to their “bus on the same occasion, they also 
alleging negligence on the part of the other 
party’s servants. Both actions were heard 
together. 

r, Bewley, K.C., and Mr. James Cawley 
(instructed by Mr. H. B. O'Hanlon) appeared 
for Mrs, Gilbert; and Mr. J, M. Fitzgerald, 
K.C., and Mr. J. J. Mooney (instructed by 
Messrs, Gerald Byrne and Company) for 
the Tramways Company. 

It was stated on behalf of Mrs. Gilbert 
that her ‘bus, which was one of the “' Con- 
temptible’”’ line, was on ita way to: Killester 
at about 11.30 o'clock on the night in ques- 
tion... It stopped near Liberty Hall to take 
up a passenger, and then moved on again, 
and was close to one of the archways of 
the railway line when the tramway com- 
pany’s bus came through the right-hand 
arch, and, in an effort to pass into Lower 
Abbey street, cut in front of the other ‘bus 
and so brought about the collision, 
Apparently the driver -{ the tramway ‘bus 
thought that he had time to pass in front, 
The ‘‘Contemptible’’ *bus was one of the 
old ones, which would teke some little time 
to gather up speed. It was going at five 
or six miles an hour, and the tramway ‘bus 
at seven or eight. 

On behalf of the tramways company it 
was submitted that as their ‘bus emerged 
from the archway the ‘‘ Contemptible’’ ‘bus 
was obviously making for the same arch- 
way, and was only about fifty feet away. 
The tramway’ ‘bus came to a stop without 
any danger or trouble, but the other driver 
made no attempt to avoid it and crashed into 
it, The driver of the ' Contemntible ” ‘bus 
was, it was stated, on his wrong side, and 
was not going for his proper arch at all. 

Judge Pigot held that there was negligence 
on the part of Mrs, Gilbert's agents, and 
awarded the tramway company a decree for 
£29 damages. He dismissed Mrs, Gilbert's 
action.
